New York, November 2.—(By Associ- 
ated Press European Cable y)—After 
months of strife between the adherents 
of’ former Premier Venizelos and the 
staunch adherents of King Constan- 
tine over the question of Grevce’s stand 
in the war, a revolution of consider- 
able proportions has broken out in the. 
region southwest of Saloniki. 

Only meager details are at hand, but 
these show that 600 insurgents, prob- 
ably followers of Venizelos, forced 150 
royalist troops to evacuate Katerina, 
near the Gulf of Saloniki, and retreat 
upon Larissa, 40 miles southwest, in 
Thessaly, where they are expected to 
receive reinforcements. 

The troops have received orders from 
the king to prevent at all costs the 
advance of the revolutionists. 


Athens, November 2.—(Via London.) 
King Constantine issued orders this 
morning to the royalist troops to pre- 
vent the advance of the revolutionist 
forces at all costs. 

One hundred and fifty loyal troops 
had previously evacuated Katerina be- 
fore 600 insurgents armed with ma- 
chine guns, withdrawing to Larissa 
to’ join reinforcements.

Ne’w York, November 2.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—East of 
Gorizia and on the Carso plateau near 
Vallone the ItaMans, after violent ar- 
tillery preparation, attacked the Aus- 
trian line, and despite the resistance 
of the Austrians, captured in the for- 
mer sector the eastern slopes of Tivoli 
and San Marco and heights east of So- 
ber.

During the fighting 
4,731 Austrians were made prisoner and 
six guns, numerous machine guns and 
other war material were captured.

LEGALITY OF PASSAGE

Whether Act Violates Per- 
sonal Rights Clauses of 
State and Federal Consti- 
tutions Another Question. 


Eight distinct questions of consti- 
tutional construction and statutory in- 
terpretation, involved in the new pro- 


hibition act, effective May 1, 1916, have 
been certifieq by the court of appeals 
to the supreme court for instruction. 
Probably not since it was organized 
has the court of appeals raised so 
many questions for the highest court 
to decide involving the validity of a 
single statute. 3 

These questions go to the determina- 
tion of the validity of the act as a 
whole, whether it was legally passed 
and whether the governor had a con- 
stitutional right to include prohibition 
in his call for the extraordinary ses- 
sion of the legislature which adopted 
it; also whether section 16, limiting 
the amount of liquor an individual ts 
allowed to have in his possession, is an 
invasion of personal rights, whether 
the general ’‘assembly meant that only 
one kind of liquor described in the act 
could be had ax the same time, and 
whether the ground covered by the 
whole act was broader than the con- 
stitution contemplates should be in-

HIGH COST OF DYING 
ALSO BLAMED ON WAR 


New York, November 2.—The Puro- 
pean war is held responsible for the 
increase in the cost of burial supplies 
and a consequent advance announced 
today by undertakers for funeral serv- 
ices. Owing to the war, it was said, 
“undertaker’s hardware’—name plates 
ana coffin handles—has risen in price 
from 20 to 40 per cent, due to the fact, 
the supply men claim, that the chem!- 
cals used to give the nickel effect is 
not now being imported. It was esti- 
mated that even the cheapest coffins 
cost $6 more than formerly. 

Wholesale dealers in burial supplies 
have notified undertakers throughout 
the city of a general advance in the 
trade. To offset the advance the un- 
dertakers are considering the advisa- 


bility of entering upon a campaign in 
favor of cremation.

Americans in Town—Mex- 
ican Passenger Train Held 
Up and Looted. 


El Paso, Texas, November 2.—Parral, 
Chihuahua state, has been taken by 
Villa troops, according to a message re- 
ceived today by Americans from Chi- 
huahua City. The report, also received 
by United States government agents 
and forwarded to Washington, said the 
Villa forces took possession of the city 
today. 

There has been no confirmation of 
the message from Mexican sources. 

American mining men who have 
interests in Parral are concerned over 
the fate of nine Americans known to 
be in the city. This anxiety was in- 
creased tonight by the news from Chi- 
huahua City that’ the bandits who 
held up the Mexican Central passenger 
train.Monday evening at Laguna sta- 
tion," assaulted Dr. Steven Haffner, a 
German subject, because they thought 
he was an American. This, they said, 
was an indication of what may happen 
to Americans in the Parral mining dis- 
trict. 

Mining men and ore freighters here 
who are famillar with the country in 
the vicinity of Parral declared that 
Villa probably moved on Parral from 
Santa Rosalia, following the Conchas 
river to Pilar de Concha, a distance of 
45 miles from Santa Rosalia, and then 
marched south 45 miles against Par- 
ral, entering the town from the north, 
which is the most accessible way, they 
say.

DREDGING BOAT NEARLY

Will Not Be Made 
: Public. 


New London, Conn., November 2?2.— 
When the German undersea freighter 
Deutschland approached New London 
harbor about midnight Tuesday night, 
the United States government dredger 
Atlantic narrowly escaped running her 
down, it was learned tonight. 
ing to the Atlantic’s skipper, the near 
accident was due to a mistake in read- 
ing the code signal lights. The dredg- 
er, which was off Eastern Point, made 
out the lights of the submersible, which 
was coming nearly head-on. The At- 
lantic kept on its course, expecting the 
Deutschland to steer outside; when she 
did not the Atlantic 
side and slowed her 
passing the Deutschland 
one hundred yards to spare. ° 

The manifest of the Deutschland’s 
cargo was filed at the customs house 
here late yesterday but it will not be 
made public for some time, officials 
of the Eastern Forwarding company 
said. Unloading began this afternoon, 
100 selected negro stevedores wheeling 
out hundreds of small boxes and piling 
them in the warehouses on the wharf. 
Eighty of the freight handlers came 
here from Baltimore, where they helped 
discharge the boat’s cargo after her 
maiden trip. 

The boxes were of various sizes, the 
smallest being a cubie foot, and the 
largest eight and ten cubic feet. The 
cargo proper, exclusive of the precious 
stones, is said to be worth one and one- 
half million - dollars. The dyestuffs 
brought over will be shipped to com- 
mercial houses in New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia. The remainder of 
the freight will be stored here tem: 
porarily.

CALMMITY CROAKING. 

Charles E. Hughes sees a restoration of 
“soup houses and the bread line” (perhaps 
similar to what we had under the repub- 
licans in 19077) in America following the 
close of the European war, unless the Un- 
derwood tariff law shall be supplanted 
by a high protective measure. In other 
words, immediately the last cannon boom 
dies out across the Atlantic he sees a mad 
scramble ~ of “pauper labor of Europe” 
aboard ship for our shores to work in our 
factories in the places now filed by Amer- 
icans. 

That is what Hughes professes to see— 
or, at any rate, so he tells his audiences. 

Such demagogic poppycock cannot mis- 
lead the people! And Judge Hughes him- 
self can’t believe it; he just says he does. 

But what better evidence could we have 
of the desperate straits in which republican 
brethren find themselves than in this cry of 
“calamity” here in the midst of unparalleled 
prosperity—in the industrial United States, 
with every dinner pail overflowing with 
plenty; with conditions like which the 
laboring man had not previously known in 
fifty years! Such desperation on the part 
of the opposition must be refreshingly in- 
spiring to the democracy. 

Returning, though, to the vocal fears of 
the political candidate: 

Up to the present time 5,000,000 men— 
working men, artisans, the lifeblood of in- 
dustry—have been put out of commission in 
Europe through the rav@@eg and slaughter 
of the horrible war! These 5,000,000 Euro 
pean men have been either killed, made 
blind or permanent cripples, and taken from 
the labor market for all time. According to 
official prediction last Monday in London, 
the war's termination cannot be even hoped 
for inside of two years hence.” — 

But suppose the war were to end tomor- 
row: It would leave the industrial world 
with 5,000,000 men permanently out of the 
labor market; the American army of work- 
ing men would have just 5,000,000 fewer 
European working men to compete with 
than it had before the wdr. We managed 
pretty well to hold our own before the war; 
then by what process of reasoning can we 
arrive at a doubt of our ability in this re- 
spect after the war? 

The truth of the matter is that in all 
probability, once peace abroad comes again, 
Europe must needs draw upon the American 
labor market for men, and: upon America 
for substance, with which to rehabilitate 
her razed and crippled industries; to help 
in the herculean task of restoration and 
reconstruction. 

It is one thing to sound a false alarm and 
quite anotner to have it taken seriously by 
intelligent men—and calamity croakings 
fall lightly upon a full. stomach!

Of Stock Farming 


Editor Constitution: Horace Greeley dis- 
played true prescience when he said “By and 
by, it will be generally realized that few 
men live, or have lived; who cannot find 
scope and profitable employment for all their 
intellect on a 200-acre farm.” 

In the early sixties the plantations and 
farms of the south were largely owned by 
gentlemen of means and operated by negro 
slaves, who were adepts in the growing of 
cotton, cane and tobacco. With this kind 
of labor these three industries were so prof- 
itable that little thought or attention were 
paid'to the growing of other crops, or to in- 
vestigations that would lead to the develop- 
ment of latent resources. a Fa 

The war took from the south 329,000 brave 
men, whose brawn and brain our nation 
needed in the development of the. south and 
the great expanse of unoccupied territory 
in the west. But ..o sooner had the results 
of Appomattox flashed over the wires than 
capitalists and iron and steel manufacturers 
from Pennsylvania and other states, accom- 
panied by their engineers, were found quietly 
exploring the hills and mountains of the 
south, and were soon proclaiming the glad 
news that the south had apparently inex- 
haustible, dormant mines. These discoveries, 
together with others, prompted a few of the 
progressive capitalists and textile manufac- 
turers of New England and capitalists of 
the south, to establish cotton factories in 
the southland, where was now such an abun- 
dance of cotton and coal. Today there are 
more spindles in operation in the cotton- 
producing states than in all of the states of 
New England combined. 

But the thought I would especially bring 
to the attention of the land owners of Geor- 
gia is that our great and permanent wealth 
is not alone in our marble quarries, our oi] 
wells, our forests, our salt, sulphur and phos- 
phate mines, our lumber and timber lands, 
our turpentine products, our limitless coal 
fields or our mountains of ore. All .these 
are valuable temporary assets, but in time 
will become exhausted. 

But listen, my farmer ftiends—that which 
is God-given and will abide with us forever, 
is our fertile soil, our warm sunshine and 
our abundant rainfall.

ually the producer of milk, generically the 
medium through which science and art of 
breeding are effecting their wonderful im- 
provement, and fundamental, too—to quote 
Dr. Jarnigan's story in dialogue between the 
mother and her boy: “Johnny, have you fed 
the cattle?” “Yes, mother.” “What did 
you give them?” “Pine tops, mother.” “Jobn- 
ny, did you feed the pigs?”

Shows Prosperity in Every Section 


The federal reserve board’s monthly busi- 
hess summary announced yesterday that gen- 


, eral conditions in. all twelve federal reserve 


districts of the country were satisfactory, 
with extraordinary activity in nearly all 
lines. Labor shortage was reported by nearly 


all the district agents and most of them re-, 


ferred to the increasing cost of living. 

Atlanta reports, both as to agriculture 
and almost all other lines cf industry, indi- 
cate extraordinarily bright prospects for the 
coming autumn and winter trade. 

“Cotton has passed the 18-cent level and 
there seems to be no sign of slackening in 
the demand. Twenty-cent cotton is freely 
predicted before another crop can be har- 
vested. 

“There has been marked increase in cattle 
and hogs throughout the district during the 
past yvear. With the recent establishment 
of packing houses in Tampa, Andalusia, Ala., 
Moultrie, Statesboro, Ga., Jacksonville, and 
movement under way to establish such plants 
at Macon, Tifton, Ga., Augusta and other 
points, an impetus has been given to the in- 
terest displayed by the farmers in this di- 
versification. 

“Exceedingly favorable reports come from 
the dark tobacco district of Tennessee. An 
unusually iarge crop has been housed and 
the quality is about average. Florida reports 
a full crop of tobacco with the quality good. 

“The present condition of the citrus crops 
of Florida appears to be the samé number 
of boxes of oranges that were shipped last 
season, and grapefruit probably 75 to 80 per 
cent of last season’s output. The fruit is a 
better quality than last year. 

Business Brisk. 

“Business continues brisk in all industrial 
lines, being retarded only by the serious car 
Shortage. The pig iron market is strong and 
orders exceed the output. A few furnaces

“Business continues’ strong in the retail 
and the wholesale lines, some diffieulty be- 
ing experienced in securing goods. Shoe 
manufacturers report more foreign buyers 
for shoes and leather than ever known be- 
fore. : 
“Bank clearings throughout the district 
showed a continued increase. Reports from 
clearing houses in ten of the principal points 
in the district for the week ended October 
14, 1916, show an aggregate increase in 
clearings of $31,000,000 over the correspond- 
ing period. 

Car Shortage Serious. 

“The car shortage is of such a serious na- 
ture that many plants fear a shutdown for 
jack of ‘coal. Near Hirmingham the mines 
continue to operate only part of the time, 
not having cars for loading, and coal opera- 
tors see ‘no relief in the very near future 
as the coal cars are not on southern lines. 
The New Orleans branch of the federal re- 
serve bank reports as follows concerning 
conditions in Mississippi and Louisiana: Ex- 
ports from New Orleans during September, 
1916, were worth $6,000,000 more than during 
the same month of last year. Imports de- 
creased from $6,755,934 to $5,526,860. The 
falling off of imports is largely due to lack 
of shipping between the port and Brazil. 

“It is announced that the harvest season. 
as far as it had progressed in Louisiana, has 
been most satisfactory, and that the prom- 
ise is that most crop expectations will be 
realized.”

Incidenta] to the hearing of a charge of 
Violation of the Harrison anti-narcotic drug 
act against Dr. E. P. Mixon, East Point, be- 
fore United States Commissioner W. Colquitt 
Carter yesterday, Hooper Alexander, United 
States district attorney, made the declaration 
that, during the last two years, the sales 
of inhibited narcotic drugs in Atlanta had 
been diminished by 85 per cent. 

“The only reason,” he declared, “this was 
not broken up years ago has been_ because 
the laws were not followed and enforced 
and the offenders prosecuted, for the state 
laws on the subject have béen effective for 
years. The federal la'w became effective only 
about two years ago, and since that time 
the government has been straining its every 


power to break up the drug evil and the state é 


should help.” 

Mr. Alexander further volunteered the in- 
formation that “he had three doctors in the 
penitentiary now, and about three more on 
the way there, and the only way the rest of 
them could keep out of the penitentiary was 
to stop writing prescriptions for drug addicts 
in violation of the law.” 

The district attorney excepted Dr. Mixon 
from his reference to doctors in connection 
with the penitentiary, and he said he would 
not press the case against him, for the reason 
that the evidence proved to the attorney's 
satisfaction that, while Dr. Mixon had writ- 
ten prescriptions technically in violation of 
the law, he had done it always in good faith, 
Dr. Mixon was discharged.

Westingnouse, Genelal Electric, Cru- 
cible, Republic and Lackawanna Steels, 
some of the moiors and subsidiaries, 
fertilizers, local tractions and utilities 
were included in the many issues which 
came in tor recugnition on the up- 
swing. 

At times standard rails furnished a 
much-needed foundation, particularly 
Union Pacific, Pennsylvania, New York 
Central and the coalers.

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Memphis Editor Commends 
_ Jefferson Loan Society 


The following editorial, which recently appeared in 
The Memphis News Scimitar, refers to the Jefferson Loan 
Society of Atlanta: c 


Atlanta does a great deal of talking and boasting 
and makes extravagant claims from time to time, but 
she does not overlook the things worth while as she 
goes along. When other cities were raving over the 
miseries and sufferings of the -~poor caused by the 
rapacity of loan sharks, Atlanta took a practical 
method of dealing with the evil, and it is proving 
most successful. Early in 1914 a number of enter- 
prising and philanthropic merchants ‘got~ together 
and organized a municipal loan society. They cap- 
italized the institution at $150,000 and obtained a 
regular charter. They opened up for business, and 
instead of charging exorbitant interest, as the loan 
sharks are said to do, they lend people money at 3 
per cent a month. This, of course, means 36 per cent 
a year, but at that, it is infinitesimal as compared to 
the amounts charged by private loan agencies. The 
organization is prosperous and is serving a great 
purpose, and it is protecting the unfortunate people 
of that city against extortion and unbridled greed. 
The organization is a municipal loan society not in 
the strict legal sense, because it is not owned and 
controlled by the city. It is municipal only in the fact 
that enterprising citizens have established it, and are 
conducting it in -the interest of the. people of the 
municipality or city. There is scarcely a city in the 
country where an organization of this character 
would not be a great benefit, and it is a wonder that 
Memphis has not already such an institution or 


organization in operation.
